LIVING PEOPLE YET FOUND 



Sicilians Arriving at New York 
Get First News of the 
Earthquake 



Mossina, Jan. 7. — A most imriresslvo 
funoral ceremony wa.s wllnossod near 
licTc todaj-, whiMi Ai-ehbisho)) iiarrlpro 
niado Ills way through tlu; ruins of the 
clty_ t<i llii^ cemetery at I\Iarc CirosKO 
.■md " ble.s.st'd a grave onu hundred feet 
wide and thirty deep, contninlnjj 1.300 
bodies. The dead were piled one on 
top of the other and the bodies cov- 
ered with quicklime. The prelate wo.a 
followed to the cemetery by a large 
gathering of .survivors, whose lamen- 
tions mingled with the Latin -words of 
the services. Subsequently the arch- 
Disnop walked through the ruins and 
blessed the military hosjjltal, tho mili- 
tary college, tho barracks nnd the 
arcliblsliop's iiouHo, ron.sldorlng tliosii 
wrt'ckud edillces as .so many ceme- 
teries. Under them were tho corpses 
of soldiers, students, policemen and 
monks. 

All the valuables found among tho 
ruins are being taken on board tho 
steamer Duca die Genoa In the bay. 
■yesterday currency to the amoimt of 
$3,600,000, Including the contents of 
tho safe of the Sicilian-American bank 
was transferred to this vessel. 

A banker named Maurojnatl, who 
was one of the ' richest resldehts, lost 
eifrythlng. Yesterday ho went to the 
authorities barefooted and half cloth- 
ed and asked, for a pajr of shoes and 
an overcoat. • . 

With tho exception of Saint Andrea 
A'vellene, all the churches In Messina 
have been destroyed. 

Enormous Loss.

New York, Jan. T. — ^Four hundred 
Sicilian steerage passengers on the 
steamer ('lormania. wbii'b arrived today 
from Naples, were stricken with grief 
v,-|ien tliey learnoil for tlip first time of 
llir. dl.'^a.-t<'r in M'Ssina. .\ reporter 
told tliimi IliroUKli an intei-proti-r the 
news when the vessel reached the dock. 

At first they were inclined to be in- 



credulous, and seemed not to reallzp 
that any of them wore concerned, 
until one of the passengers from Mes- 
sina asked whether the onrthquuko 
had damaged that city. 

•"Messina Is wliied out," was the re- 
ply. "My v.'liolc family is there," 
shrieked the pasaonger. "My poor wlfo 
and children; they arc all dead." 

Tho .Sicilian tlircw himself on tho 
deck-, and though his fellow passen- 
gers crowded around lilni and endeav- 
ored to comfort lilm he continued to 
wall. Others thronged about the in- 
terpreter and questioned him franti- 
cally about tho disaster, and at each 
new- detail those coming from the 
eartb.quak(^ region wept and wrung 
their hands or ran shrieking about tho 
deck. So distrcssJngj^ld the scene be- 
come that the captaftl oi-Hered the in- 
terpreter to discontinue His' tale until 
tho Sicilians had left the ship.

Perkins Committee Will Re- 
commend That Message Be 
Laid on Table 



ITS TO'NE IS RESENTED 



Language Used By Mr, Roose- 
velt is Declared to Be 
Unjustified 



Washington, Jan. 7. — The Perkins 
committee will recommend tomorrow 
that President Ituoseveit's secret ser- 
vice message of January 4th be laid on 
the table. A similar request will bo 
made for tho tabling of that portion 
of tho President's annual message re- 
lating to tho secret Bcrvlce, on the 
ground that It reflects upon the integ- 
rity of the house. 

'I'he extreme course advised by tho 
commlltoe, that of declining to con- 
sider any communication from any 
source which in tho JuilgmPnt of the 
house is not respectful, is likely to 
create a sensation. The report of the 
committee -will Include the paragraph 
of the message which refers to the se- 
cret service and suggests that the rea- 
son congress restricted Its use was be- 
cause the members of congress thorn- 
selves did not wish to bo investigated. 
This will be followed by an oxcorpt 
from the message of January 4t"n. 

After setting forth the President's 
statement that the house had failed to 
undui-stand hla meaning, the report of 
the sjjcclal committee will say that the 
languiigo itself will be Judged accord- 
ing to the accepted Interpretation of 
the English language. 

That the house is charged only -with 
responsibility to the people and to pro- 
serve its own dignity, will be asserted 
with great force, and if the report is 
adoi)ted, the house will in.slst upon its 
own capacity to understand tlio import 
of the President's language. It will bo 
asserted that the language in question 
was unjustilicd and without basis of 
fact and that it constituted a breach of 
tho ijrlvllegcs of the house. For that 
reason tho special committoo will be 
asked to be diachtu-god from further 
consideration. ..of the President's mes-. 
sago which reicrs; to the secret service 
and will recommend that It, together 
with tho Hubsequent message of the 
President in reply to the house demand 
for an explanation, be laid on ''the 
table as being unresponsive and con- 
stituting an Invasion of the privileges 
of the house by questioning the mo- 
tives nnd intelligence of menibcrs.

WEATHER FORECAST 
PREDICTS MORE COLD 

Sharp Frost and Heavy Snow- 
fall Throughout the Coast 



Portland, . Ore., Jan. TotiigiiL it 
Is snpwlng practically throughout the 
entlre'i'stiR^avdf.^WaSblljttoll.vsavs the 
e.xtretn¥ noftli'westerh", part, arid more 
■snow Is expected tonight In the north- 
ern part of the Willamette and Colum- 
bia river valleys. West of tho Cas- 
cades, government forecaster predicts 
that there will be no snowfall tomor- 
row, but a greater degree of cold. 
There Is tonight no signs of any let-up 
in the si)ell of unusual cold. During 
tho day there has been considerable 
siiowfail In the Pugct Sound country, 
while in eastern Washington and 
northern Oregon tho fall has been 
nuicii heavier. At Astoria two inches 
had fallen early this afternoon, and 
across the Columbia river from there 
about two feet of snow fell. 

The Columbia river is jammed with 
ice at Warrior Rock, about IB miles 
bolow tho mouth of tho Willamette, 
and Is frozen solid from bank to bank. 
Navigation between Portiend and As- 
toria Is suspended. The steamers 
Senator nnd Alliance aro marooned 
hero, and possibly tho Goorgo W. 
Elder will fail to get through from 
Astoria tonight. The Columbia l.s 
frozen solid at Cascade locks, and for 
some distance below, and two river 
steamers which were caught in tho 
canal leading to them aro fast in the 
ice The steamer Potter arrived at 
Astoria today badly scarred by the 
Icc cakes. 

Bellingham is probably tho worst 
sufferer from tho effects of tho storm. 
The zero weather, the coldest in four- 
teen years, has caused suffering among 
the poor, nnd because of the impossi- 
bility of shutting (jff water from the 
houh-eliolders who waste it tho mains 
luive no pressure and tho city is with- 
out protection from lire. Zero weather 
previiils in eastern Washington also, 
but little Inconvenience is being e.x- 
perle need. 

Aliout eight inches of snow has fallen 
in Seattle, but it has occasioned little 
delay lo the street car systems, and 
there Is stated to be plenty of fuel on 
hand. 'I'liis is In contrast to tho con- 
dition in Portland, where witli but 
nine Iiu-Iuh of snow the street car sys- 
tem Is ijractically out of commission, 
and the conseiiuent inability of pat- 
rons and even emi)loyees, to como any 
considerahl(! dislanco through the 
snow has iiractlcaliy set business at 
a standstill. 

So far, but one life has been reported 
lost. This Is of an aged man living a 
tew miles north of IJollingham. 

The following is the weather bur- 
eau's forecast for tonight and tomor- 
row: 

Washington: Friday, snow flurries 
west; probably fair east portion; con- 
tinued cold. Easterly winds. 

Oregon: Snow flurries north; snow 
and colder south and extreme east por- 
tions, with cold wave. Northe-I'ly 
winds. 

Idaho: Snow and much colder In 
southern portion, with a cold wave in 
north. 

St. Paul, :Mlnn., Jan. 7. — Gradually 
the cold wave is passing away. Tho 
local weather bureau reported a tem- 
perature today of 14 degrees below 
zero hero, whllo in tho north tho range 
was from 22 to 80 degrees bolow zero. 
Devil's Lake, N.D., was- the coldest 
point In the United States last night, 
wltlfa temperature of 2fi below zero.

Jfr. Morley was well rec<:iveil v.-hrn 
he ro.se to sjieali. lie e.Nin-essed ills 
ai-]pi-eclation of the action of tho 
I'ralrle , (?liib In calling the nicctlng, a 
step which lie believed to bo in tho 
public Interest. Taking up tho above 
fiueatlons,'ho dealt wltli them one by ' 
one. Ho favored tho principal of 
paying rildormen salaries, the alder- 
men of -Victoria being called upon to 
do far morn than men in purely hon- 
orary positions usually do. So long 
ns tho city remains a coniparativol.y 
now city the principal of salaries is 
n proper one. The pay given to an 
alderman is far less than he is on- 
titled to get for tho amount of work 
he is called upon to do. On tho . 
tiuestlon of the appolntinont fif com- : 
mlssloners the city rctiulres two, one ; 
a commissioner of works and tho 
otlior of (1 nance,: but he was not pre- 
pared to- say oil hand whether these, 
commissioners should bo elected for 
two yciirs.

By 
cotLSolldalinB- tho tax payments all tho 
trouble which a tax])ayor now has, 
owlMK to tho different dates on wlilch 
paymenta fall duo, would be eliininatod. 
When In the council he had tulcon this 
very matter .up. . „ 

The Garbage Question 
On the question of garbage cans, Mr. 
Morley stated that the council of l'J07 
luul passed a resolution that the city 
should take over the handling of tho 
garbage and this h.ia boon done. Tho 
cnn.s will bo needed. The quostloii of 
whether the olliclals In tho different 
departments are competent and are 
doing their work In tho boat intcreHts 
of the city was, Mr. Morloy Btntcd. In- 
Irodiicliis a delicate matter to treat of 
In public. Tlui coimcll.s of 1906 and 
i:i07 know that he did his l)e.st then, 
when he was mayor, to rlKht matters 
and iiunidiico a proper sy.stem in the 
handling of the city's alYalrs. but ho 
was blocked by thosi! councils. It 
inlKht niit bi^ Bcnerally Icnown, but the 
mayor of the city cannot dismiss an 
olUcial unless with the consent of the 
i conucll. Mr. .Morl.iy believed that tlie 
j mayor sliniild have the same power;! 
I as a general manager of other corpor- 
I aliens. He h;i.s the duties of such, but 
as things stand at present receives a 
shoe-black's salary. While he was 
mayor he had day after day to chase 
after some of the ofltclnls In order to 
Koi them to do their work properly. 
I Me would not mention luiines but he 
! could say that while some of the (dll- 
i cinis arf incompetent tho bulk of them 
I an: cninprti'iit. wlillo .Honio art; fuith- 
j fill tlii/\', li owe\'cr. arc buhiiul the 
times. lie declared that when niaym 
he h.-ul endeavorial to have ;in i-xpert 
put in to revise the whole system of 
cKIc ;idiuinlstratlon, but asain he was 
blocked by the then council. 

.Mr. Morloy omiihatlcally declared 
bis dissatisfaction at tho manner In 
which the public works are being car- 
ried on and in fact he did not tliink It 
wa.s necessary to ask him the question. 
No one had done more kicking than 
he and, m fact, as a ratej)ayor ot tho 
city ho was ashamed of the want of 
method. 

The Water Question 

As to tile (luoHlion of whctlier he 
considered Elk lake amide as a source 
of water supijjy foi the city for years 
to come Mr. Morley excrlalmed "Thank 
Clod, wo won out in our fltrlit for Elk 
lake." He declared that bis,- interests 
had been against him but with the 
strei\Kth of tho citizens of A'lctoria bc- 
hiitd hliii he had won out and had sav- 
ed the city an enormous amount. 

"There are large interests against 
me even now, but they can't saddle 
the Coldstream waterworks on tho 
city." said he. Mr. Morley stated that 
the ciuestlon of filter bods at Elk lake 
was not an important one. The water 
will be pumped to the reservoir as it 
v,as so pure thai the users had In 
tho i)ast been unable to .'.cny wlien 
they were usini; lllten-d water and 
when the iinliltered. 

On the mailer of low saloons and 
lew dives Mr. Morley bpliey.Ml that all 
K'new what he Ihoiiglil aboul thr; ne- 
ci'sslly of cleanlUK out such i)laces. 
He had done his best to nnd the m<!anK 
by which this step iniijiil t)e accom- 
lillshod without any liijuslico to the 
owners. \\'liilo lio had been mayor 
ho had succeeded In getting the num- 
ber reduced to some extent but here 
again ho was blocked b\- his councils. 
It was a matter whk-li must be han- 
dled Justly and the city lias no right 
to dispo.ssiiss the saloon jjroprletor In 
an unjust manner. Ho believed that 
the loial option method wa.s the pro- 
per way, and he was fully In accord 
with the local option Idea. As to rais- 
ing the license fee he pointed to his 
effort In 190G to have the fee raised, 
but the then council refused to adopt 
his suggestion. In 1907 he again 
brought the matter up with tho result 
that tho fee was Increased "to $")00, 
IhouKh he had .suggested $600. He fa- 
vored ii .$1,000 iicen.se fee, not thai It 
would have tho effect of reducing tho 
trafflc, but it would put the poorer 
class of saloons out of business. 
Water Rates. 

As to whether present water rales 
were sufllclent and whether, w r" !!:•• 
water department properly run, the 
needed revenue could be secured with- 
out any increase, Mr. Morley gave It 
as his opinion that the rates at i)re.s- 
ent In force are not sulttelent', as, with 
the Increase In the system, an Increase 
in the revenue Is necessary, but the 
rates ahuuid not be one penny higher 
than what was absolutely necessary 
to meet ihu expenditure. He believed 
that If u careful revision of the de- 
partment were made, the average 
huiiseiiolder would not be called upon 
lo pa,\- aii.\' more than at present. Tho 
water usei- who uses an addltiontll 
Kupiily sboiiUl be madi' to pay for that 
additional amount, but to the oi'dln- 
;iry liouseh(ddcr ihe rate shpuld not 
be increased as the present council 
evidently desires. 

Hish Pressure System. 

As to the salt water Hystoni he. ])er- 
son.alls-, had no use for It. He be|ie\i'd 
that the city might better have ijul the 
$70,000 used on necessary works. 

Three other questions sent up after 
Mr. Morley had risen to .siieak were 
.ulso dealt with by him. The ilrst 
question was whether In \ lew ol" the 
fact that for tho past forty years the 
average term of the mayors of Victoria 
hud been two years, be did not thlnk 
that Mayor Hall is entitled to another 
term. Mr. Morloy believed that the 
ratepayers of Victoria arc seeking a 
better system of civic government, if 
tho people want to run the city on 
sentiment and not on a strictly busi- 
ness basis, there was little use of 
Mayor Hull and himself being present 
at that meeting. He declared that ho 
was not addressing them because ho 
wanted to he mayor ot the city, hut 
ho was a candidate because he believed 
that the work of the city la not being 
(jroperly carried out and be could do 
belter. Ihnvever, If the olcctorR of the 
city decide that Mayor Hall Is the bet- 
ter man, then he should be elected. 
That Deficit. 

Anotlicr riuestlon, a.skiiig If It were 
not a fact that after two years as 
maym-. ho left tho council with an in- 
creased dellclt, Mr. Morley gave a 
lengthy explanation of how the deficit 
aro.'je and claimed that tho doflcit was 
due to no fault of his. Mayor Hall at 
tho recent meeting at which ho gave a 
resume of hia work for the year, Imd 
stated that the dellclt was Jll.OOO. Ah 
a matter of fact tho doflcit was exactly 
$10,311. Mayor, Hall . was a member, of 
the llnnnce committee of the council 
at that lime and had. ho, booii^yalr ho 
would hsvve shown that tho dcifcU was

What with the 
necessary expenditures and the need oC 
heller plant for public works the coun- 
cil wan forced to s]jend nearly 57,000 
on macblnory and lluit amount is now 
pointed to sis a debt against tho 1907 
council, when, as a matter of fact, the 
expenditure was to beneflt 1908. 
An Old Game 
To the other question, "Is it not a 
tact that under the regime of Mayor 
littU the cr.y has been most orderly 
and In that re.sj)ect compares morft 
favorably with any city In the west?" 
Mr. Morley declared he had only ono 
answer to make. ".Most empliallcally 
no!" Ih; referred to what he declared 
was the "old game" i)la>'ed every year 
except wlien he wa,'* mayor, the ietlin^ 
things go until Jusi bi;fore the election 
when the lid was jmt on, but after 
(dectlon everything went on as t)e- 
lori!. Ho declared that when Mayoi 
Hall wa.s elected a year ago the lid 
canu? off. 

"Look liack at my elections in laor> 
and 11107." be exclaimed. "Was tltere 
any torcbllKht proces.slon, any free 
drink.';, m^arly everybody drunk'.' We 
went hunu; to bed like decent pcoiile." 
Wants Joint Meetings 

riaving answLre<l the many ipieslions 
and Incddentiilly being forci^d to sjiend 
a goodly portion of the hour at his 
disposal in au doing. Mr. Morley started 
his speech. Ho expressed his regret 
that the old custom of Joint meetlnys 
was evidently not to be followed this 
year. A week ago he had written tu 
Mayor Hall and had also personally 
retiuested the latter to arrange Joiul 
meetings but evidently Mayor Hull did 
not want to meet him. In fact, had 
It not been for the I'rairie club, i'. 
would not have been possible for th,? 
tdeclors to hear both the mayoralty 
candidates on the same platform. How- 
ever, he announced tliat he had ai'- 
ranged meetings for next week, Monday 
night at Siiring Ridge, and Tuesday 
night at Scmple's Hall, Victoria we.st, 
and he hoped that Mayor Hall won hi 
arrange for a public meeting in tho 
Victoria theatre for Wednesday night, 
when all tho_, .candidates could be 
heard. ...j.', 

Mr. Morley dieclared that Mayor Hall 
In his recent' resume of the year's 
work had given out only those facts 
which he wished tho people to know 
but many other facts were kept back. 
The ratepayers are entitled to the 
very ftillesl information, particularly 
on matters of llnance. Mayor Hall 
had . told them .'of the dolicll which he 
and his council had had to meet, but 
bo did not tell them that the counciT 
of 1908 had $10,000 less debt to meet 
than had tho council of 1907 when 11 
look olllco, nor thai the present coun- 
cil had JaO.OOO more revenue than that 
of 1907. Nor had Ma.vor Hall said any- 
thing about that largo amount of money 
the jiersonnl property tax, which thai 
progressive council was to get return- 
ed by the provincial government. Much 
had been said about the great progress 
of the work on the waterworks syji- 
tem, but nothing was said to show that 
the present council was .simply carry- 
ing out the iilans prepared with much 
care liy the previous council. Mayor 
Hall bad also taken cre<lil for the 
amount of local Improvement work 
done this year but was planned and 
ordered executed i^y the previous 
council. 

Decrys System 

Thorp was, Mr. Morley declared, 
only one jdoce of work for which this 
council could Uilic credit and that was 
the salt w.aler high |)ressure system, 
undertaken In tho face ot the fact tliat 
full provision for etilclent fire protec- 
tion had been made by the improve- 
ment to the waterworks system. They 
bad not taken the trouble to ask the 
city's water expert. Mr. Adams, 
whether there was any necessity for 
the salt water system. He (Mr. Mor- 
ley) had pointed out the needtessness 
of such a system, but the council bad 
gone ahead with the work and 11 was 
not until tho plant was well under way 
that the council found thai it would 
not be nocos.sary. The city electrician. 
Matthew Hutchinson, by whom the 
plans were drawn and who supervb'cd 
the work, had, .Mr. Morley slated, told 
him that he (.Mr. Hutchln;;on) was 
.sorry that he had over been induced 
to take such a prominent i)arl in tbo 
scheme. Mr. Hulcliinson, Mr. Morley 
averred, now sees that the plant Is not 
ueceasary. The city had been promis- 
ed a reduction In insurance rates when 
tho system Is ready for operation. 
Promises ot rate reduction had been 
made before when the city had boon 
told that if It would put In a paid fire 
department the underwriters would re- 
duce rates, but the reduction Is still to 
come. Victoria is not a oily of sky- 
scraper;;, and ample lire iirotecllon 
vill 1)0 Ki\'. ii by the waterworks sys- 
tem. The .$70,000 nilghl belter havn 
been spent on the Sooke lake scheme. 

.Mavor Hall had said a great deal 
aboul" the waterworks system, taking 
credit for what has been don(', but ho. 
failed to sav thai be strongly opposed 
the proposition of submitting the bylaw 
to tho people. If he had had his way 
not a stroke of work would yet have 
boon done on the system. 

Personal Spite. 

Mr. Morlev also referred lo the 
claim made bv .Mayor Hall that while 
tho fonntr was in oftico inimey liylaws 
were turned down. It was (|uite true. 
Seven bvlaws were so rejected by the 
electors becau.se of the personal spite 
against him. But not a man In tho 
city could show where he had spent 
one dollar not In tho city's Interest 
and got full value for every dollar ex- 
pended. And yet despite this allegod 
lack of conlldonco In him. Mr. Morley 
declared the facts are that durlufr his 
term of office money to the amount of 
$749,000 w,as voted compared with 
$l,-)9,00O during Mayor Hall's tenure of 
office, these sums not Including schcol 
loans, which the council has nothing 
I.) do with. What the result f turn- 
ing down the water works v.-»t2 in 
lOOR? If tho measure bad pas'jed :ho 
citv would have saved about $150,000 
owing to the then cheaper cost of labor 
and materials. Tlie city Is now sp.^nd- 
ing some $600,000 on the w'at?r w-.rks 
system fully $400,000 of which hj for 
labor alone, air; Morloy declared that 
hO' posBo'ssed Bomo engineering ex- 
perience and ho knew whai he wa.s 
talking {ibout w)ion he stated -h tt so

ment and lack 'jf definite arrange- 
ments have cost the cItv dear!..'. Ma- 
terial has been carted back and forth 
over the city, two trenches dug where 
one would have been sufficleiil, one 
gang here wasting their time and an- 
other there doing lltllo more. Tho 
fault was not with tlio workmen, but 
with IhoHc in charge. What Is needed 
Is closer supervision. Under com- 
petent mon tho work will be done In a 
competent manner. 

Money Wasted. 

Fully $80,000 is being wasted under 
present methods, a sum which would 
pay good round salaries to thn very 
best men. Tho clly cannot afford to 
have IncompetoiiL men In charge of 
its various (.Icparlments and works. It 
Is up to the mayor and council to get 
the most coivjpetenl men It can and 
ho promised that If elected one of tho 
llrsl tilings he Wiuild do would bo a 
thorough Invesllgatlon and reorgani- 
zation of the various departments. 
Mayor Hall appears to have spent 
morn time looking after votes than 
after his duties. He (Mr. Morley) 
wasted no time canvassing. 

Much had been said of records. Mr. 
Morley could only point to his record 
during his two years of ofllce when ho 
claimed gambling was stopped, proper 
regulation of saloons enforced and tho 
moral condition of tho city vastly im- 
I)roved. He would leave it to Mayor 
Hall to sny what he had done in that 
direction during the last year. 

U wa.s, Mr. Morley stared, up to tho 
electors to say who should be mayor. 
If they decided on Mayor Hall then he 
(Mr. Morley) -would be quite willing 
to see hi 111 go in. 

On resumiug his seat Mr. Jtorley 
was wi.dl apjilauded, the applause In- 
creasing us Mayor Hall rose. 

Mayor Hall. 

On being introduced His AVorslilp 
Mayor Hall expressnd pleasure at tho 
oid'ortunity afforded him of siicaklng 
lo the (dectors of Victoria. It had been 
slated that he feared to appear on 
the same pliilforni with ex-Mayor 
.Morle.N-. He wished to emphatically 
assert lliat he was not afraid lo meet 
Ills opponent In the forthcoming elec- 
tion either on or off the plaUonii 
at any time or place. (Applause). He 
had to thank the oftlclals of the 
Prairie Club for tbo Invitation ho had 
received to speak and he was glad 
that the niembers of that organization 
were displaying such tin active inter- 
est in the affairs ot the community. 
He hojied that more of Ihe residents 
of the middlewesl would come to the 
city. Their society and money were 
.•iljjireclaled and they ahvays would 
be welcome. (Laughter and Applause). 

The questions, ))re|)ared and handed 
to the Mayor In tabulated form, were 
answered seriatim. Replying to the 
first, which asked for a dcflnltlon of 
his stand on the question of the pay- 
ment of alderinanic salaries, he said, 
without comment, that ho was in favor 
of the projiosal. The second (luery, 
also, was given an anirinatlvc rejily. 
He said that be strongly endorsed the 
suggestion that there Should bo a 
board of control. In fact the matter 
already bad taken definite form. It 
had been placed before the Council 
in concrete form and been carried. 
Now |t was In the hands of the leg- 
islative' tiommlttec. He would sup- 
port the establishment of a board of 
control of three but he would not 
rally behind one who advocated prac- 
tically the appointment ot a single 
manager, a sort of a civic demagogue. 
(Laughter and Enthusiastic Applause). 

An equable assessment on all prop- 
erty and the apiioinlment of two .as- 
sessors which was the idea embodied 
In the third question, also was favor- 
ed by the Mayor. He said that this 
had been placed before tho Council 
and bad received the hetirty endor- 
satlon of tho representatives of the 
municipality. Pie wanted to take the 
opportunity of stating that the pre- 
sent City Assessor was one of the best 
of the civic staff. Tho difllculty was 
that he had loo much work on his 
iiands and, certtiinly, he would lend 
ills influence towards the securing of 
an aaalst.anl and the carrying out of 
Hie suggestion embraced in the query. 
Collecting Taxes. 

The Mayor said that he thought 
the proposal that taxes should be paid 
only <mce a year and that but one 
notice bo Issued containing .all tlie 
dues of tho twelveniontlis from each 
liousolioldor was in the right direction. 
As far as jiossible sucli an arrange- 
ment shoulil be made. But ho wanted 
lo remind his hearers that the local 
Improvements sysl(>m waa in It.s in- 
fancy and, up to the present, it liad 
been iinjiossiblo to inauguralo the sys- 
tem that should be In vogue. 

The suggestion that the cltj- should 
supply every householder with gar- 
bage cans, charging cost price for 
them, as well as contracting for tho 
removal of garbage at regular liitor- 
\'als the Mayor said was worthy of 
endoisatiou. Certainly he approved 
of it. The city would take steps to 
do that work. 

As fur as the speaker knew the of- 
ficials of the different civic deparl- 
iiients were competent. It had to be 
borne in mind, when considering this 
matter, that the conditions nnd tho 
system were out of joint. The first 
move towards a general reorganization 
had been made and it would he carried 
throifgh providing he was honored 
again with tho conlldonco of the elec- 
torate. (Hearty .\pplause). 

Frankly the Mayor adnillted. In 
answer to fiuestlon seven, he wa.s not 
satlsll<!d with the manner In wliicii 
the iniblic works weri> being prose- 
cuted. But be (dalnied that the 
wrong was not to be found In the 
Inefliclency of the employees. Ai

At tlic i\'(ntli 
AVard school .yesterday the tempera- 
turo ranged from 32, freezing point, 
to 50. Very few pupils Avere In .at- 
tendance and those who turned up 
were dismissed early In the rtiom- 
ing. 

'I'he cold put water pipes out of bus- 
iness In scores of residences and many 
a head of a family spent the greater 
Ijarl of the day thawing out tho 
lilpcs. The water mains were not 
frozen In any [i.art of tho city but 
some of the lire hydrants were lilock- 
ed by ice. An Insijection of al! the 
liydrants was made by I'''lr(^ Chief 
\Vatson yesterday ajul many were 
found frozen. The little engine, "The 
Deluge" was emiiloyed In tiiawlng out 
the hydrants by stf'am.

dividuals. Thi! fact of the matter is 
that Mr. .Morley would have the same 
dllliculty to face again If he were 
elected mayor, not on account of per- 
soTial enmity, but on account of his 
own i)ecullar way of doing things. Ho 
appears to have a mania for causing 
trouble and we have no guarantee that 
he will ever change his tactics. His 
good points are many, but the people 
of Victoria do not feel that he in a 
suitable man to fill the olllce. This city 
recpilros a careful, even-minded cliief 
ofliccr, and, with all duo consideration, 
we do not look ui)on Mr. Morley as 
orte who can bo trusted to i)llot us 
through the . coming year. 

Mayor Hall has in-oved to all classes 
that the property owners are ijreparcd 
to endorse any money by-law that he 
considers necessary and in tht^ best 
Interests of the city; he is looked upon 
as a safe man; he has tlie goodwill of 
his councillors; he has been courteous 
to those whom he came In contact with 
in liis offlcial capacity; and, speaking 
generally, has done exceedingly eood 
work. Few of his predecessors have 
(lone better, and we linow that he will 
be returned with a large majority. 



loans in Canada are enormously loss 
than they wore a year ago, the banks 
are finding a use for some of their 
funds by. an, increase; of over ^6,000,000 
on the loans ifiade abroad." 

Such a statement as this can hard- 
ly fall to produce a very favorabli 
Impression tliroughout the United 
States, and tlie conditions set out In 
it are such that a great and early 
stlmiilus to Canadian ljuslnoaa seems 
inevitable. Not nearly all tlie wheat 
has yot been marketed^ and this moans 
that there Is a great deal more money 
yet to come Into the countrj'. Then 
this year will bo one of very active 
railway construction. The Canadian 
Paclllc, the Grand Trunk Paciric, the 
Canadian Northern and the Dominion 
sovernment will expend vast sums In 
railway construction. This means 
that an enorinous amount of British 
capital win be expended in Canada 
that is to say it will be available In 
London for exchange purposes, ho that 
the banks will be forced to llnd use 
for their deposits In this country. 
When wo speak of British money com- 
ing Into the country for railway con- 
struction, it Is not to be understood 
that a railway president or some one 
elso goes to London and brings back 
a .sackful of cash. All he does la to 
arrange for credit In London for the 
amount lie roiiulres; and ho diaws 
against that as he needs It. The banks 
pay hi.s drafts In their own bills and 
they have exchange on London to 
Si ll, which merchants and other people 
1)U.\-, \vlien they want t(i make re- 
mittances to London. Very little actual 
Hritiah cash ever reaclies the shores 
of Canada, .all these jtreut loans con- 
sisting merely of entries in books and 
an e.xcliaiige of credits. With a very 
large amount of hank deposits credit 
In London that will be utilized as it 
.Is needed, the business outlook in 
Canada for 1909 certainly seems to bo 
exceptionally bright. 



, THE CITY HALL, 

A bylaw authorizing a loan of S3r>,000 
for Improvements to the City Hall is 
sulimitted to the ratepayers. No doubt 
lliat linildin^ lias outgrown the needs 
of the municipal government, at least 
It has outgrown it, if necessity is 
felt for maintaining an auditorium 
for public meetings; but that of it- 
y-f\( is entirely too small for any- 
thing like a representative gathering 
of citizens. We do not feel dis- 
l)Oscd to take any special exception 
to the proposed loan; liut the opinion 
is \i ry t'rei'!> cxpi essed on the strc-ets 
that there are other things which 
Victoria needs more just now than 
an improvoil I'it.v Hall. Many per- 
sons think that. If some arrangement 
could 1»- made to convert a part of 
the auditorium into olilces in a tem- 
porary way, the immediate necessities 
of the case would bo provided for 
and after we have got some more 
pressing matters out of the way, the 
cpicstlon of II municipal building In 
keeping with the preti'nslous of the 
city might be taken u|> with a very 
good chance of its being lieurtily sup- 
ported by the ratepayers. It woidd 
be useful If sonu' of the members of 
till' cily c(ninei! would explain why 
it is tlmught necessary at this par- 
ticuiiir time to undertake I'Xlensive 
Iniproycuii.'Uls mi the rit.\' Hall. 



CANADIAN PROSPERITY 

We llnrt the following dispatch from 

Washington in the Seattle Posl-liitel- 
ligeiieiT: 

The department of com im rce has re- 
leived from (itlawa a slatiineut of 
the linaucial situation of Canaila (hat 
Is remarkable. So much prosptjrlty 
has never bafore been felt In the 
Dominion, and that country literally 
has more money than It knows what 
to do with.

COURTS AND THE PEOPLE. 

The sentence of iinjirisonment, pass- 
ed upon Messrs. Oompers. Mitchell 
and Morrison fur contempt of court, 
raises a very Important fiuestion. It Is 
one that Is not very likely to arise in 
Canada, but as the court acted upon 
Its common law powtr.s, the principle 
Involved may at any time be forced 
upon the attention of the people of 
this country. Without taking Into 
consideration such a possibility, the 
question may lie 'very profitably dis- 
cussed. 

We start out With' the proposition 
that courts must have all the powers 

necessary to enable them to enforce 
their decrees. If this were not the 
case, we might as well not have courts, 
for assuming that the decrees of courts 
are just, justice could not he done If 
tliere were no power of enforcement. 
If one man or a tliousnnd men have 
th" right to refuse to obey an order 
of a court legally made, there would no 
longer bo. .such a thing as freedom, 
for might would triumph, ■wherever It 
saw tit to exert Its power. This 
clemontary proposition will hardly be 
disputed by any one. The right to 
enforce a decree cqrrles with It power 
to punish those who refuse to obey 
the decree. Hence courts must have 
the right to imprison for contempt of 
tlieir orders, and this right cannot be 
delegated to any one else. Some per- 
sons have claimed that a man should 
be tried for contempt of court before 
a jury, but tills would involve such 
delay that the \'ery Injury, which the 
decree was intended to prevent, might 
be accomplished before the case could 
be brought to trial. There is nothing 
wrong, but everything that is justlfl- 
ablo In the jurisdiction of courts to 
make orders and enforce tliom by the 
imprisonnien t of tliose who refuse to 
obey them. This principle goes to the 
very foundation of organized society, 
and even if the extremost of all social 
revolutionists could bring about tlio 
accomplishment of his idea-s, there 
would have to rest somewhere this 
jjower of declaring the law and Of en- 
forcing It. This power Is even a 
greater protection to. the humble and 
weak than It Is to the exalted and 
jiowerful. Tlie very constitution of 
the courts, -AK everyone will see, who 
lakes the trouble to inform himself 
as to the history of their establish- 
ment, Is to protect the weak against 
the strong, the jnsl against tlie unjust. 
That they do not always serve their 
])urposo is not because they are es- 
tablished on a wrong principle, but be- 
cause the people have been more or 
less lax In that eternal vigilance, 
which we are told Is the price of 
liberty. 

With these observations on the fun- 
damental principle, we come now to 
the concrete case of Mr. Gompors and 
the others. The Buck Stove oom- 
[lany had been placed under a boycott. 
We shall not enter upon any discus- 
sion of the legality of a boycott, but 
will accept tho view taken by the judge 
that It la Illegal and may he prohibited 
by Injunction. The injunclinn having 
been granted, it was undoubtedly the 
duty of all persons to obey it, until a 
court of competent Jurisdiction had 
reversed It. Messrs. Gompera, Mitchell 
and Morrison do not appear to have 
disputed this geneial prineiiile, but 
they did say that they felt obliged in 
.in.^tice lo the organizations wiilch 
tliey reiireseiit, and to test the consti- 
tutional question involved, to take a 
course, which the judge seems to have 
regarded as an act of constructive dis- 
obedience to his order. Their doter- 
niimitlon was announced In languugo 
to which no exception can -he taken, 
and thoy made It very clear that they 
did not mean to be guilty of an actual 
ciintempt, that Is an open defiance of 
the Court as a court, and as a iiart of 
the machinery of tho state, but only 
to bring up the riucstlon Involved In 
the decree In the moat effective ■way,

to deal with the- case would have 
been, for the judge to have declared 
them to bo in contempt, but to have 
suspended ■sentence pending the deter- 
mination of the legal questions by tlie 
highest court of appeal.- Instead of do- 
ing so, he pronounced sentences, 
which were certainly very severe. lie 
doubtless did not exceed his powers, 
but there was no necessity of exercising 
those powers to such a degree until It 
had been made clear that his decree 
would bo sustained by tho highest 
appellate court, or that no appeal 
would be taken from It. Of course If 
the court of last resort shall sustain 
the decree, then as a matter of course 
It win have to be enforced no matter 
at what cost. If this were not the 
case, a state of rebellion would bo 
created. 

As to what constituted .such a dis- 
obedience of tho decree as to make an 
act a contempt, each casu must be 
judged from Its own facts. One of the 
grounds alleged In this case was a de- 
claration by one of the parties that, 
while the court might order a boy- 
cott to be discontinued, it could riot 
compel an.\- one to buy the Buck 
stoves. To us this seems to be a 
very forced construction of tho law. 
an absurd and tyrannical constfiic-^ 
tlon of It. A boycott may be ill. -gal 
because it is a eonspiriiey lo Injure 
certain members of Ihe state, which 
ought not ti) be jiossible; but to say 
that the man, who does nothing more 
than explain tlie offect of. an injuiu - 
tlon. Is guilty of a breach of that in- 
junction. Seems lo be reducing the law 
to nil Instrument of oppression. I^'rom 
a perusal of what appears to be an 
unbiassed statement of the facts, while 
we concede in the fullest sense the 
ab.solnto nccesslt.v of the [xiwer to 
punish for contempt being vested in 
the courts, our sympathies are very 
strong with Messrs. Gompors, Mitchell 
and Morrison, who appear (o havo 
sought rather to secure a •dcllnltion of 
the powers of the court than to place 
themselves in anlagonl.'^m to ll. AVo 
think that tho judge exhibited a great 
lack of judgment, and that, while ho 
may be technlca;lly In thb right, he has 
done a right thing in the wrong way. 

DEVELOPMENT AHEAD. 

The olliclals of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. I'aul Railway Company de- 
cline to say whether or not that rail- 
way Is to be extended to tnfc Olympic 
peninsula, but in view of the purchase 
b.v a company Hubsldliiry to the rail- 
wa.v organization of a very largo area 
of land In Clallam county, and of other 
extensive purchases made by people 
understood to be not very remotely 
Interested In the road, II seems reason- 
able to believe that before very long, 
that is as soon as tho railway reaches 
Paget Sound, it will be extended Into 
the large nndoveloijed region whicli lies 
across tlie .Strait from Victoria. Tlio 
railway company has had engineers 
in the Olympic peninsula for some time 
and so have at least two other com- 
panies. The Post-Intelllgencer says 
"every indication points to a heavy 
amount nf ruilroad construction in that 
peninsula during the next two years." 

"While the iinmedlate object of the 
construction of these railways will be 
to provide a means of carrying the 
tirnlier resources of Ihe peninsula to a 
market, the roads will iindoubte<lh^ be 
extended to the sea, and as Port An- 
geles has by far the best harbor on the 
whole Pacillc const of tho United 
States, It nia\- be assumed that tliat 
city will become a terminal iioint of 
some Importance. Several >iais aKo 
one of the most emliieiil consuIUiif,' 
railway engineers In America came to 
Victoria for Uio purpose of invcBligot- 
ing the advantages possessed by \'aii- 
couver Island as a means of nffordlng 
speedN' tiansporlalion between Alas- 
kan and Southern Cnited .States points, 
and he said that his report to his 
clIontR would be favorable. Probably, 
if they were asked, the .\Iilwauke(» peo- 
ple would deny that they iiave any 
such moans, of transportation In con- 
templation, and doubtless the denial 
would be perfectly true; but given one 
or i..jr(! lines of railway to I'ort An- 
geles, ferry connection with Vlclorla, 
and a line to tho north end of the Ls- 
laiul would follow as a mutter of 
coursi'.

Lioutenant-Gcneral Comto de Durck- 
heim-,Montmartln, who h;is just been 
appointed to the command of the 2nd 
Bavarian Army Coi-ps in Lorraine, has 
had an eventful career. This officer 
enjoyed the friendship of the unturluu- 
ate ruler of Bavaria, and his loyalty 
to his master almost brought about a 
sanguinary conflict. Tho King was 
placed under restraint because of his 
Incurable affliction, and when tho of- 
ficers deputed to make the announce- 
ment entered the presence of the 
King his anger was unbounded. Ho 
oidered them to be arrested for high 
treason, and the Count on his own 
account telegraphed to tho garrison at 
Kempten for troops, and a sanguinary 
conflict was only narrowly averted. Ho 
suffered some slight punishment on ac- 
count of his zeal, but it was not long 
before Ills error of judgment wad par- 
doned by the Prince Regent. 

It is a singular coincidence, observes 
a Paris contemporary, that the King 
of Sw-eden should have been visiting 
l'>ance ut the very time when his jire- 
dece.ssor v.a.s elected King of Sweden 
niiK'ty-eif^ht years ago. At the time of 
his eh'etloii liernadottc hail many 
friends among the Swedes, and he had 
in;idi> their ai'ipialntanee in somewhat 
I» euliar clrju instances. Some two 
thousand .Swedes were sent to the aid 
of liluelier. and they fell into Berna- 
dotte'y hands. The men he released 
on parole, and sent them back to .Swe- 
den, and the officers who so desired 
accompanied the Marshal to heiKlquar- 
ters. Ho treated them as friends and 
won their hearts. Some of them wore 
members of tho Diet, and later, when 
the question of selecting a king had 
to be decided, the Marshal had power- 
ful friends among his former prison- 
ers. 

The election of the Prince of Wales 
as Honorary War Chief of the Six Na- 
tions may. .says tlie Manchester Guar- 
dian, lie taken as ))lcturesque evidence 
of the long-standing friendliness be- 
tween the Indians in Canada and our 
Government. Tho historj- of the In- 
dians in Canada is very (ill'ferent from 
thidr lilstory in the United States, 
where thcri' was s.%-stcniatle and long- 
eontliiued extermination. The old .ai- 
li.-inee between the Indians and the 
I'reneh C^anadi.-i us, in which the l''rench 
exerelr-eil a r'rotectorate over the tribes, 
was .succeeded, speaking broadly, by 
friendly relations between the tribes 
and the ICnglisli coii(|uerore. The .Six 
Xations is of course the name of tlie 
famous I, -agues of the lro(|uols. It 
was one (if the most wonderful organi- 
zations ever jierfei'ted !,>■ a savage Jieo- 
ide. It was a combination of tribes on 
a basis of ecinallt.v, each tribe remain- 
ing independent In all matters of self- 
gn\-ernment. The effect ef the I,eagiie 
was to strengthen the Iroquois Im- 
mensely among tho Indians, and tliev 
were raiddly adding to their eomiuereil 
territory at the time when the invasion 
of the whites stopped Indian devdoii- 
ment.

Former Congressman O. L. I!on- 
son has preriar(.'d all of those niea.'^ures, 
and as Hour leader hi tho assembly 
will make a strong light for their 
jiassage.

Belfast -Whig: — Tho Road Congress 
whicli was hold in Paris has helped 
to emphasize the change which has 
taken place in liic traaic on the roads 
and the need that exists for modifying 
our methods of dealing v.'ith the high- 
ways. The reports whleli were pub- 
lished during the sittings of the Con- 
gress were n(jeessarily short, but for- 
tunately a full account of tho dis- 
cussions lias been published by two 
iiiiglish delegatoH. A good deal of 
the matter Is toclinlcal in character, 
but it raises points of general Interest 
vviiich call for careful consideration. 
Among the laubjecta discussed were 
whether the ' auministralloii of tlie 
i-oads should be under national or lo- 
cal control, what provision should be 
made for distributing: the traffic over 
Bpeclul tracits, what 'are. the. best rem- 
edies against dust, the' effect of motor 
cars upon roads, the resisting powei-a 
to heavy traffic of macadam and pave- 
ment, and the desirability o£ provid- 
ing internatibnal danger signals. All 
these questions are Important, but nat- 
urally there are differences of opinion 
regarding the solution that ought to 
be provided in eacli case. The Con- 
gress wisely decided to appoint a per- 
manent International Commission for 
tlie inirposo of collecting statistics and 
collating information on tlie various 
subjects. The work of the Commission 
sliould i)ro\'e benellcial. The object 
\vjilcli calls Ilrst for attention is the 
.fti aigiiteniiig and improvement of tho 
surface of the roads, so tluit ihey will 
resist the destructiveiiess of modern 
vehicles. 'I'he cost of making thu 
roads suitable for modern vehicles will 
be heavy and the lUU'stion aris is as 
to whether it slioiild be a local or ;i 
national charge. It was pointed cait 
at the Congress that Sijaiii, Italy, llol- 
land, Belgium, Austria, Norway, and 
India have tach a central department 
to deal \s'llh their roads, while In i'or- 
tugal and Russia there are Slate roads 
subject to the immediate control of 
Government departments. In Swilz- 
erland the Cantonal governments Kok 
after the roads within their areas, and 
the Federal Government has u general 
right of supervision. In France thero 
are three classes of. roads, and the 
most Important ■ are cared for by a 
special department of the State. 

O!'.o of the Bngllsh delflHHt»>« nttaek- 
ed local control on tho roads such as 
we have In this country on the ground 
that the. roads are probably most used 
by non-residents, who do not contrib- 
ute to their support; that experiments 
cannot be undertaken by a local au- 
thority with any sense of ilnanchil eq- 
uity to the ratejjayers; and that owing 
to the absence of any suitable road- 
making materials In many districts the 
cost of constructing hlghw.iys varies 
gre.atiy. He added that, in addition to 
removing the anonialles mentioned, the 
contr.alislng of the administration 
would enable a bureau of information 
to be established, us well as a dejiart- 
ment for providing machinery and 
e(iulpment In districts where steam- 
rolling and other modern methods havd 
had to be dliscarded because of llielr 
expense. On the other side It was 
stated by a delegate that from what 
ho liad been able to gather in Franco 
State control did not produce the local 
supervision and tho attention that 
are necessary for the efficient and ec- 
onomical maintenance of the roads. A 
comparison between the cost for the 
year 19.05-6 Of roads in different parts 
of the Unltsa Klh'gddte.etoa the State- 
supported roads of France, -SR^iin, and 
Austria is given in the foilowlh^ ^able:

London Times: — A great increase in 
the number and in the competence of 
the Legislative Councils la the main 
feature of the scheme of the Govern- 
ment of India. Lord .Morley accepts 
this principle, while soniewiait varying 
its application. On tlie Provincial Leg- 
islative Councils there is nut in future 
to be an official majority, though such 
a majority is carefully preserved in 
the Imperial Legi.slative (/uuiiell, The 
inconvenience and the risks of an un- 
oltlclal majority are adinilled, but ihey 
aru to be faced, riiinilar Councils are 
to be established In some of, the great 
provinces, and a large proportion of 
till.' noli -orticia 1 members are to be 
chosen by a curlou.'^ly caniplieated sys- 
tem of election, wliich Is Intended to 
secure some representation for minor- 
ities, but which, apj>arently, would not 
make that repreaentatlon at all ade- 
quate. The change In the comijoaiiion 
of these Councils would provide, it is 
tliought, an elective means of bring- 
ing the local Qovernments Into close 
touch with the various elements of 
the population, while the veto of tho 
Governors and Lieutenant-Governors 
and the reserve powers of the Central 
Government would suffice to avert 
mischiefs of an irreparable kind. 
Fraught, It seems to us, with possibil- 
ities of far graver evil is the addition 
which Lord Morley desires to make of 
a iiatUe iiieiiiber of the Executive 
Councils in the provinces. Not only 
would It be impossible to litid aii.\- mie 
member who could .speak for more 
than one of the great divi.sions of the 
peiiple of his iirovlnee, but this intro- 
duction of a nath-o element Into the 
highest dejiai tincnl of the Executive 
might, in eircumstances which are 
readily conceivable, be full of peril for 
the security of the State. It must be 
remembered that thesi; men would live 
Ir. a \-ery different atmosiihere from 
that (if their collea.s'ues, and that this 
atmosphere would exercise a strong 
and constant pressure upini them. Al) 
the secrets of the Ex<-cutlve would be 
In their kec>plng, and It would be 
str.'ing.- If at times some of them'diil 
not leak out. AVe welcome the general 
character of Lord Morley's reforms; 
we recognize the h\t;h and noble, jnir- 
poai^ with which all of them lia\-i; lieen 
framed; we regard sonii; of them, such 
as those alTt'ctliig the lnereas(' in the 
strength of tin; Legislative Councils, 
with genuliK' appnn-al, but we cannot 
conceal our grave doubts as to th(> vx- 
p< diency of others — especially of those 
which seem to affect the composition, 
und with it the vigour, of the Local 
and Central Executives.

SAFEGUAKDINO THE 
RIGHTS OF SHIPPERS 



London Body Asks Board of 
Trade to Use influence at 
Ottawa 



The following interesting and Im- 
portant letter which concerns the 
dally affairs of all ■shippers of mer- 
chandize has been received by Mr. 
F. Elworthy, tho seordtttry of the 
Board of Trade: 
Dear Sir, 

I am directed by the Governing 
Body of this Exchange to addrcs.s you 
on a subject of considerable commer- 
cial Importance. 

As you are doubtless nwaro, it Is 
tile practice of Sliipplng Companies to 
introduce into their Bills of Lading 
a, largo number ol Clauses by which 
they .^oek to evade all iiabilltj' for 
evei\v conceivable contingency. JIany 
of tliosi; CliiUai-.M arc gro.isly unfair 
In their character and press very 
hardly upon those who.se bu.slness it 
Is to ship good.«! to thl.s Country. A 
Bill of Lading now-a -days Is a momr- 
montal example of ;i ono-sldod con- 
tract. But neither Consignors nor 
Consignees are able to deal effectually 
Mflth tho well organized and compact 
group of ahliipins Companies, ' who 
combine to Impose these conditlonii. 

The Commonwealth of Australia ha.s 
rccognlzdd the ' impOftanee ~df '^hi^i 
question,, apd. Ji) the year 1903, pas 
sed ah Act nlaking it Illegal for Ship 
ping Companies to contract themselves 
out ot their liability in regard to llic 
following, viz: 

(a) Damage to good.s from improp 
Of condition of Ship'.s hold or from 
negligence in loading, stowing, cu.s- 
tcdy or delivery. 

(b) Failure to use dilligencc or to 
pioinily equip or to nuilce and keep 
the hold, refrigcraiing and \ nlr 
ohamborii, etc., lit for tlie r ; . ,.„ 
carriage and preservation 01 ■^■■>0 . 

(c) Want of care on the pu ' tho 
Muvter, Otllcers, Agents or b. ".ants 
of any ship In handling and stowing 
goods and to care fo, preserve and 
t>roperly deliver them. 

It wixn further enacted that Bills of 
Lading relating to the carriage of 
goods from Australia to any place 
outside ,3houtd bo interprottd accorl- 
Irgly to the laws of Australia, n-j-- 
wlthstandlng any' condition In any 
Bill of Lading to the contrary. Since 
tho year 1904 therefore, a "Clause Par- 
amount" has appeared at the head 
of every Bill of Lading having rofer- 
encij to the .shipment of goods from 
Au.stralla, and well understood. 

Early In the present year a BUI wa.i 
Introduced into the: Canadian Senate 
emliodyiiig the provisions of the Aus- 
tralian Act, and it pa.HSed the HenatP 
witliout dilliculty. It did not '-iucoei'd 
in getting through the I.ower Huuso, 
the OHti'nsible reason being want of 
time. The title of the Bill was "An 
Act relating to tho ■\Vat(n' Carriage 
01 goods." It was introduced into tho 
Senate by the lion. Mr. Canii)lK'll, 
read for tlic flr.-ft time on L'Oth I'"ob- 
ruary, 1908, and tho second reading 
tools place on 3rd March, I'JOS. 

It la understood that this measure 
will be reintroduced, and I am di- 
rected to ask you to exert every pos- 
sible Influence to secure Its tuloptkm. 
It Is only by agitation and pressure 
on your part that anything can be 
done. The Canadian Government by 
subsidising Shipping Companies has 
an unquestionable right to have a say 
In regard to such matters as are dealt 
with In the Bill, and when it is seen 
how eminently reasonable are tho pro- 
visions of that measure, and tho suc- 
ces.i! whicli has attended legislation 
on similar linos in Australia, togetlnM- 
with the benellt ensured thereby to 
consignors, I feel sure yon will reeo;;- 
nlzo the importance of the queatlon to

Even when tiielr rooms arc comfor- 
table they are lonely to the man who 
has not more than ordinary resourei s. 
Few care to spend the whole day 
even with a hook and idpe. A game 
of Holltalri', plea.sant enough after a 
busy i\ny. <loes iiiit supjily the place of 
eompanicm.shlp. A vl.sltor may be 
welcome hut he i.s mori- than likely 
and jjersuade his ho.sl t(i aei'uniiany 
lilm aliroad than t(] stay with him 
long. 

>\'!iat the attrantiniis \vliicli the, 

city oilers to lior honielosa men. At; 
every corner and at many inter\-als 
between tlie corners there are waloona I 
warm, comfortable and well lighted 1 
where there are always welcome. 
Besides there Im the public reading- ] 
room which at the best cannot nccom- | 
modate a large number. Tiio doors 
of the Y.M.CA. are open and afford 
an oijportunlty for amu.spment and 
exercise for those who care to fi'equiMil 
them, Tlie cheap theaters Hcrve to 
amuse, if not to Instruct many on 
a dark evening or storming after- 
noon. The doors of the Yates street 
mission Invite ail passers by to come 
In nnd rest and on such .-i day a.s this 
it is uncomfortably full. The same 
may be said of the Seaman's Institute, 
Inadequate as its accommodations are 
for the sailor.s to whom It is open. 

The gentleman, who leaves his olllcp 
or his home in search of companion- 
ship can, if ho choos<', spend a few 
hours at his clnb, nr in the jiarlors 
of a iiotel. But the man wlio, in 
poor circumstances, wLshes to meet 
his friends Is almost forced to pat- 
ronize the siiloon. There are many 
good people In the city who woulil 
do away with tho saloons altogether 
and there are very lew wiio are not 
agreed that there are far too many 
of them. But Is there not a neces- 
sity for something that will take their 
place. If all the women wlio reco- 
gnize in tho bar room a temptalion 
to the sons nnd l>rotherH nf other 
women far away were to unite to 
provide a hullillng that would furnish 
a meeting |)lace for them, where the\- 
could obtain refreshments, amuse- 
ment nnd coniiianlonship, many a man 
would bo saved from fomiljig a habit 
that leads to his ruin. 

Such an enterprise might not \);\v 
from the standpiont ot dollars and 
cents, but at least those engaged In 
it would feel that they had made 
an effort to shield from temptation 
the many who spend time in the sal- 
oons for want of a place In wiilch 
they can enjoy, without constraint, the 
intercourse of their fellows. How 
this can lie done is a question for 
practical men or women but there can 
be no doubt that it ought to be done 
and at once.

How short people's memories ai'e, 
is proved by the state of many 
•dwelling houses in Victoria this week. 
When, two years ago, with tho tliei - 
mometcr at four degrees above zero 
many ot the water mains and alir.ost 
all tiie service pipes were frozen up 
every citizen vowed that before an- 
other year .lomethlng would bi' doiu' 
to protect them. I,ast winter wa.s 
so mild that no one tliought of 
w( -ying about the water pipes. This 
yci ■ ten degrees of frost fi>iind many 
housekeepers without water for liouse- 
.hold purposes and bathrooms useless. 
Even in many of the modern houses 
there was dlfflculty In preventing tlic 
water from freezing. When in a fe\v 
days, tho cold snap is ovur, the plumb- 
ers will reap a harvest and it will be 
well if the doctors and nui-si-s are 
not busy as well. In all the ne-w 
houses ;iiid In many <if tho old ones 
all this trouble and expense m!£:h' 
lia\'c been avoided. It would have 
etist little to protect tlic pipes iiroperly 
compared with tlie e.viiense ;ind loss 
whicli rc-'ult from tiielr being o.\-- 
pnsed. It is to be hojied that Ibis 
warning will not be lost upon con- 
tractors who will in future build new 
houses. 

Not only should the service pipes 
be placed a suftlclent distance undei-- 
Kround and jjrotecled inside, but niueli 
more care should l)e taken la building 
liouses. Then' is no reason why oui- 
lioniea siKJuld not lie com I'ortable, let 
tho weather be what it will. The well- 
bnllt house is no warmer In suninu'r 
than the one mailo of insulllelcntly 
seascjned tiniln-r and in wet and winily 
as well as In cold weather it is in- 
Ilnitely more jjleasaiit to live in . 

Tt was wise to close ihc schools 
until Monday. The children are not 
hurt by a run to school on a cold 
morn ill); wln n they are warmly clad, 
linl neither teachers nor ehlldron can 
work In .'i ciild room. Some one lias 
said that a niathematieian sliould solve 
his iiroblems In a vc-vy cnhl atmos- 
jihero but as .-i rule, when the bodies 
of young peopli> are ehilled their 
Ijralns refuse to do effective work. 
Besides altiiougli fresh air is good, 
tho air In an insulllelcntly heated 
raom is not wholesome. It Is too often 
taken for grtinted that cold air is 
pure air. Tills is not the case. Air 
may be rpilte as foul when it Is cold 
as when it Is warm. It l.i not heat 
\:-hieh vltintes thi> air but the ex- 
'luiustion of the oxygen by breathing 
and the lilUng it with animal matter 
thrown off by the occupants of tho 
room. Tho city superintendent acted 
wisely as well as kindly In closing the 
scliools.

Cooking Without Fire. 
A number of patent devices, says 
Harper's Bazaar, are on the market 
for steam cooking without fire. They 

are doubtless all good, and as they are 
not e.\i,>ensive, many housekeepers can 
avail of them. It Is iiosslble. however, 
to cook In exactly the same manner 
without a specially designed apjiaratiis 
and at tin? cost, only, of tlireo tin 
buckets. 

The enormous saving of fuel, labor, 
and discomfort wiiicli this process ef- 
fects will eaijs(> it to be \velcomed by 
e\ ery housek .'eixn' In tli,. country ns 
one of the moat hum.'Uii' and helpful 
iiivi-ntions of the century. 

I'^ood Is not lUily eoniied this pro- 
ci'ss witliont labor and without lire, but 
th,. lla\'or is i-etaiiied to an extent 
which is inipnssllde by direct boiling. 

The threi' buckits. or kettles, to be 
used m.ay be of tin, cijpjic.r, aluminum, 
or enamelled ware, prcferabl.\- thi> last, 
as it Is the best retainer of neat. 

These kettles must he of suidi a size 
that the^■ will nest on-' wdtbin tin' 
othe]-, with room for at least ;in inch of 
water between each two. The inni'r 
and the outside Itetlles must cacti have 
a <-o\i.r which Ills down as nearly air- 
tight as posslLile, Init the middle kettle 
need nol lia\-e a eo\'ei'. 

.Suppose (br smallest kettle to hold 
about two (inarts. The next size should 
lie about foui- to six quart.s. and the 
outside kettb: about two gallons. 

Tile process Is slniplleit.\' Itself. I'lace 
the food to be cooked In the smallest 
kettle, sailing it, but using no water, 
except In the case of dry cereals, 
which should bo slightly moistened. 
Close the lid tightly. Place this kettle 
inside the next larger size, which 
should contain three or four inches of 
boiling water. Then put these two 
kettles within the largest one, which 
should also contain throe or four 
luclies of boiling water. Put the large 
lid over tho whole outfit, and secure it 
firmly In pinco, putting a weight on it 
if necessary. 

Set these kettles on tho lire and let 
the water boil rapidly five minutes. 
Then turn off tho fire, and tho hot wa- 
ter will do the rest. You have but to 
let the kettles stand until the food is 
thoroughly cooked, The length of tho 
time tills requires "depends, of course, 
on tho nature of' the food. Moat will 
ireciulrc three or four' 'hours of this 
I steaming, vegetables about two hours, 
and cereals the ' same, or as much 
longer as you Ulio,, is there Is a dif- 
ference of taste in regard to their con- 
sistency. ' ■ ' ' '

New Year's Day, according to their 
calendar, fails thlrteesi days later than 
f'l.rs, imt emphasis on the religious as- 
pect of the holiday. The New Year 
iiias.H, heglnning at midnight. Is cele- 
brated by the reverend fathers in the 
Ori^eU and Russian ortliodox churches, 
a number of which arc .now establish- 
ed In this counfry. 

Among tlie Greek Catholics, whether 
Russian, Bulgarian or Hellenic. Greeks, 
New Year's takes the place of Christ- 
mas as the time of giCt-glvIng, family 
gathering and general rejoicing. A 
gentleman of the well-to-do class is 
expected to make the New Year's call 
upon iii.s fair friends, carrying gifts 
with him. In return be accepts the 
liospltality of his hostess in the shape 
of sweetmeats, a cup of Turkish cof- 
fee and a glass ot water, but never 
wdnc or Ihiuor. 

Watch-service Is observed among 
the Germans in America in a fa.slilon i 
similar to that of 'St. Silvester's 
Abend' (as Now Year's eve is torm- 
(•d) In the fatherland. At midnight 
there Is general rejoicing, congratu- 
lating, and hand-shaking. On New 
Year's Day vlsifs and gifts are ex- 
changed. 

The desire to be first in extending 
the New Year greeting is credited as 
iiaving its origin atnong the Germans I 
wiio exact a forfeit froth those who 
are leas quick in voicing the good 
wishes of the xseason. Tho idea of pre- 
cedence in offering tho New Year 
salutation doubtles.s came more direct- 
ly from the British, among whom tiie 
llracticc of 'llrat-footlng' has been in 
vogue, <'S|ieeialiy in Scotland, since 
earliest times. Much of tiic good or 
ill fortune for the coming year is 
thouglit to depend upon tile character 
of the visitor ^vho first enters the 
houscliold at the dawn of the Now 
Year.— C. E. World.

New York, Jan. 7.— A Buggesllon h.as 
been made by a jjromlnent water polo 
player regarding the modllicalion of 
the rules covering the American game, 
which may. if adoi)te<l, change the face 
of the game completely. The new rule 
allows goals to be scored by, throwing 
but places thom at a discount by 
counting four for a touched goal, and 
one only for a thrown one.

Corbett Is now 42 years old, but ho 
appears to be In perfect physical con- 
dition. .Since the night of Aug. 14, 
1903. when Jeffries knocked him out 
in 10 rounds, Corbett has had on a box- 
ing glove but once.

into the storm. 

Some of the smaller craft have suf- 
fered during tho past few days. It 
was reported yeslorda.v that two scows 
I.aden with boxes for the herring pack- 
ers at Nnnaimo, where the Norwegian 
steamer Tliordis Is loading for Yoko- 
hamn, had been lost while being towed 
by the steamer Clansman. Tho report 
was not confirmed. From the Fraser 
river news Is given that tho little can- 
nery tender Snohomish, owned by the 
Brewster cannery at Ladners, and the 
sternwheclcr F.avorite had been sunk 
by Ice formed In the river. 11 w.is 
also rumored, although no confirmation 
was obtained, that tho tug Fearless 
had similarly suffered. The steamer 
Trader which, has returned hero from 
tho Fraser, was unable to get furthei- 
than Woodward's slough, owing to ice, 
and returned to Port Guichon, w^liere 
part ot her cargo was landed, thdf re- 
mainder being returned liero.

FEARS FOR SHIP 



Advices from i^an Francisco state 
that fe.'irs are entertained for the 
safely of the American idilp Fort' 
George, now IGl days out and over- | 
due from New Yoi k to Honolulu. Re- I 
insurance of 20 piu' cent has been i 
c|ti')ted. 'I'ho vch.^el, with a crew ofi 
thirty men was last sighted on Au- 
gust 27, a month after slio left New 
York. At that time she had not yet 
rounded the Horn, whlcli has hIiico 
been reported as a dangerous pa.ssage 
because of floating Ice. Tho Fort 
Oeorgu is owned by tho Mntson Navi- 
gation Company, of this city. 



Three awful days and nights of in- 
cessant battling with elements which 
threatened every min'ute to turn her 
bottom up in tho ocean off tho coast, 
the new iron steam-schooner St. 
Helens, of tho E. J. Dodge Lumber 
company, listing to port so that her 
nuists struck an angle of nearly forty 
degrees and her docks aslant like -l 
chute, crept Into San Francisco on 
Monday morning, after one of tho most 
narrow escapes in the history of coast- 
wise shipping. 

Not until tile vessel was moored by 
cables to the wharf did the fear that 
she would turn turtle leave C'a|)taln 
H. It. Bodge and his crow of twenty- 
four. The deekloiid of 1, GOO, 000 fe(>t 
of lumber hung like the sword of 
IJamocles. The crew slept then for the 
Ilrst time In llfty hours, thankful to 
have triumphed over the dangers which 
had thrciitenod to ovcrwholni them. 

Below In the englneroom, Chief Kn- 
ghieer Gardnler and his assistants, 
suiiporting thtanselves by ro[ies, had 
l;ibnred w.alst-deep In water wlileli 
chilled their rugged frames to tlm 
marrow, to keep flame In one of tho 
oil burners, after the Hood that thun- 
dered on tho steamer had thrown her 
almost on her beam ends. On deck 
the captain and his mates had clung 
to the deranged steering gear, piloting 
tho vcs;;el ti5 a ha\'en by sounding. 
Only a siilendid plec(! rif Kcamanshlp 
brought the St. Ilele-ns to port. 

Laden with over a million and a 
half feet of lumber consigned lo the 
llainnioud Lumber company at . San 



Pedro, the ^St.. 'Helens left Mukiteo, 
on Pugot Souifdi:^Ix'.l'da'ys before, Tho 
deck-load plled.^hlghV was lashed with 
chains in .theiU8ual;jnannor. 

When off thV 'Mendocino light tho 
steamer was struck by a heavy squall 
fron-i the southeast, and big soas be- 
gan to pound their strength on the 
ninsslvo dcckload. Tho steamer, how- 
ever, rode well until midnight of De- 
cember ;UHt, when Captain Bodge and 
Second Jiato Charles Carlson changed 
the course, and then a trohiendous sea 
suddenly struck the dcckload on the 
starboard side. 

Two of the chains holding the lum 
bor parted, and It began to shift to 
port. To tho so on board it seemed 
that alio would never stop rolling, but 
she routed on her beam ends, while 
the seas swojit over tho decks and 
entered tho englneroom, where the 
engineers and firemen had been 
thrown In a heap. 

Tho water rose i-apldly, until It was 
impossible to use tho starboard boiler 
and but one burner In the port boiler. 
The engineers stayed bravely at their 
posts, Btrui(gfllng to keep steam up, 
while those above kept the vessel as 
steady as possible on tho distorted 
gear. . 

In this way tho St. Helens steamed 
about thrci! knots an hour, but slio 
no sooner ran out of the gale than a 
thick haze came up on New Year's 
day, and then matters became worse, 
as the compasses wore thrown out. 
Through the fog tho croft made her 
way largely by sounding. 'Whilo tho 
men stuck to their ■work, the cook 
boiled some oggs, which were passed' 
around. This was all the crow had 
to cat. 

Saturday night the steamer listed 
more and again a heavy sea was run- 
ning. Captain Bodge on the bridge 
ordered tho cretv 'to stand by with axes 
to cut away the lashings which held 
the deckload should the vessel start 
to keel over. This would have been 
the last resort, as cutting away the 
cliaihs would have torn out the masis, 
leaving but a hulk. It had been plan- 
nod that should this action become 
necessary the crew would tie them- 
selves to the starboard railing aft and 
take chances of saving themselves. 

Fortunately late Saturday night tho 
St. Helens hove in .sight of the liglils 
of Drake's bay, where she sought 
shelter from tho weather. Tho steam- 
er was anchored' and Captain Bodge 
and Chief Enginec'r Gardnler went 
ashore In a sn-i;nr boilt. Through a 
driving rain they walked five milos 
over tho hills to a telephone station, 
whei'o the new-s of the vessel's condi- 
tion was sent to the city. Tho steam- 
er Vanguard was sent out lo aid tho 
St. Helens, but not knowing that tho 
latter had entered Drake's bay pro- 
ceeded on up tho coast. 

The weather opened- fair yesterday 
and Captain Bodge decided to take 
tho chance of bringing his command 
Into port without assistance, and that 
he did. Not a timber was lost from 
tht3 cargo and the steamer suHt;Uiieil 
no damage, except where the water 
Hooded tho englneroom. 

The St. Helens Is a new steamer 
built on the Atlantic in 1907. Last 
spring she operated In Alaskan w-a- 
ters and in the fall made several trips 
to Mazatlan, 



A despatch from Odessa says the 
Russian steamer .Svlatoslav, -with a 
crew of thirty-eight, came Into col- 
lision near Novoro.sslsk u-ith the 
Greek steamer Posedlon, on Tuesday. 
The Svlatoslav sank within three min- 
utes. Four of her crew managed at 
the moment of the collision to got 
aboard tho Posedlon and wore save: 
The thirty-four other members of tho 
crew were lost.

Pretty 
parks, little breathing .spaces In dif- 
ferent sections should be de'idyned. For 
Instance, lie thought that luirtlon ot 
Pandora avenue Just above Cook enuld 
he converted Into a most attractive 
resort for the r<.'sidents of that dis- 
trict. Another could be placed on 
Blanchard street, and other.^ in Spring 
I Hidge and Victoria West. Sueii a 
I work, in his opinion, would have to 
I be taken up piethodlcally, a general' 
plan first being procured so that the 
mayor and council would be able to 
I bend their onergles towards accomji- 
I lishlng some definite end. (Applause - 
Touching on the moral question 
again, he said that wlien ho had taken 
office he had given orders that every 
law he strictly enforced. In one in- 
stance detectives had been employed 
to ascertain whether certain resort.s 
were gulltv o( Illegal actions. As a 
result he could state that he ll.^d been 
the only mayor to prosecute certain 
liarties for selling liquor without a 
license. On the lUth inst. the ]:)omin- 
i Ion enactment fjrohlbitlnt! (he sale, of 
oi)lum would become effective and all 
, arrangements had been made towards 
, the stringent enforcement of the reg- 
ulation here. (Applause.) 

He was in favor of all moral reform 
land always had been. While he had 
i no ai)ologles to niaki' foi- his record 
be didn't mean to infer that hu couldn't 
do better If again elected. There was 
no man who was so perfect tliat ex- 
perience didn't teach. It was up to 
tlie ratepayers to inako ;i cliolce. An 
evidence of tlie improved Dnuncial 
standing of tlie municipality during 
the last twelvemonth was the fact that 
while Us bonds had not long ago only 
brought .SS cents on tho dollar they 
were not being accepted at .08— mlghly 
near par. Then there was tho remark- 
able amount ot building that had ta- 
ken i>lace during tho year, asgrcgnt- 
Ing an expenditure of about Jl.341,iJ00. 
which could only bo interpreted as .m 
Indication of growing conlldciico In tho 
future of the city. 

Asks Second Term 
Mayor Hall concluded by .stating 
that iie was asking the citizens for a 
second term of oiiiee. lie believed that 
a mayor almost had a title to ."3uch 
consideration. Important works could 
not he completed in a short twelve 
months. The exe-cutlvc ot the Union 
of .Municipalities, ho said, were re- 
questing that the act be SO nmend(!d 
that a referendum, as to whether .-l 
two year term be granted the mayor 
and aldermen, may be laid before the 
different British Columbia Incorpor- 
ated centres. He bullevcd that it was 
a move in the right direction because 
no man could do justice to hlmsell or 
to tho city he represented in one term. 
Continuity of service was essential to 
the securing of good civic government. 

With reference to a proposal eman- 
ating from Mr. Morley's c'ampalgn 
committee that a Joint meeting take 
place In the city hall, tho mayol: said 
that he would not sanction tho\ pro- 
posal because of the danger to the 
crowd that would as.'^emble. He was 
quite willing to nuiet hl.s opponent 
again on the i)lntforni but he didn't 
know whether he should be called on 
to pay for the theatre. 

Mr .Morley: "The city will pay for 
it." 

The Mayor: "That would bring a 
demand for an explanation from tlie 
auditor." ( Laughter. 1 

The niiiyor concluded by asserting 
that It would be a pleasi -e to meet 
.Mr .Morley on the platform whenever 
convenient. His record and that of 
his ojipi.-n-nt wen^ before the jniblic. 
It was for them to nialce a selection in 
accordance with llielr own Judgment. 
(.Applause.) 

Mr. Morley In Reply. 
At the (Uitset of his fifteen minutes 
reply Mr. Morley expressed hlniHclf 
as cmphaticallv in fav<ir of joint 
meetlliBs. He explalneil that. in 
reading his notes, he liad iiiaile a 
mistalce In regard to the aggreKate 
amount of the money bylaw carried in 
IHOS. l^or that he apologized. 

He also wanted to make clear his 
po.fition relative to Mr. Clarke, fore- 
man of the sewer works. He believed 
him competent; in fact one of the 
corporation's most efholont servants. 
(Applause). It had been stated by 
the Mayor that he was in favor of 
a $1,000 liquor license. Tlie speaker 
w.-uitcd to .know why ho Iiad oi)|)osed 
a iiropuSiil that It should he raised In 
IflOi'i and why be had hesitated a 
year later when the same matter had 
iieen liroached and liiiallj-, instead of 
sujiporlluK the motion that tho fee 
he llxed at $000, had compromised by 
advocating $500. .Mr. Jll)rIe^■ did not 
think that the Mayor's attitude now. 
and his record, were at all consistent. 

Mr.. Morley explained that he liad 
not said that tho Mayor' had voted 
against tho Waterworks bylaw. What 
he had stated was that ho had op- 
posed Its submittal to a vote of tho 
ratepayers. 
The Mayor, "I voted for It." 
Mr. Morley, "Simply because you 
couldn't help It." 

In regard to the suggestion expro- 
priation of Coldstream water rights 
Mr. Morley acknowledged that at 
llrst ho was in favor of that proposal. 
Later on, however, he hud found that 
such procedure hero was not of the 
character to which he had been ac- 
customed. .Vnd so Ills i)0int of view 
altering his policy changed and ho had 
fought a-aUist It "tooth and nail." 
What was more he had been success- 
ful. (Applause). 

.Mr. Morle>- said that he had not 
had an opiioi'tunlt >■ to ihdlver the ad- 
dress that he Imd prepared lierauao of 
the time oecuiiied with questions hut 
promised that, on another oceasloti, 
ho would deal more fully with the 
present and future of the municipal 
affairs ot Victoria.
